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CFredericks-Early memory loss program expansion — unfunded and there is a waiting list. Cost
is now $22/day. In June, planning an All-American Beach Party recognizing military persons
recently deployed. Speed-dating is working well.

AlLittleton-Since retiring, is volunteering at the adult day program at CHEER.

LPerkins-Elder abuse conference is scheduled for May 12-she is strongly interested in attending
but will be out of town; if anyone is planning to attend, please forward information to her.

LBond-Friday was the final public hearing on the State Plan on Aging; will be meeting soon to
discuss comments and incorporate into plan and will forward final plan to Administration for
Community Living.
